keeping. wag practically confined to 
the irrigated districts of southern Al- 
berta for many years, and while 
these beekeepers still produce about 
16 per cent of our total honey crop, 
they now only represent about 10 per 
cent.of our beekeepers, The bee pop- 
ulation on existing irrigated areas 
will probably continue to increase and 
expand, however, as more land comes 
under irrigation. 

Production of honey in northern 
Alberta has been stimulated by ;he

try for honey production, Commer- 
cial production has just begun in the 
northern part of the Province. 

In 1929 about 150 beekeepers pro- 
duced 500,000 Ibs of honey. 

In 1933 about 350 beekeepers pro- 
duced 1,000,000 Ibs. of honey, 

In 1937 about 1,250 beekeepers pro- 
duced about 2,000,000 Ibs, of honey. 

Honey: markets reflect the rapid 
{ncrease in production, Alberta is 
rapidly shifting from an importer 
to an exporter of honey, and in 1938 
sold 500,000 Ibs. outside of the Pro- 
vince. 

It is unlikely that the internation-- 
al situation will increase the price 
of honey to any appreciable extent. 
‘Great Britain now obtains her su- 
gar from sources not likely to be 
limited as in 1914-18, Honey rose to 
thirty cents per pound in 1919, 

The retail price of honey. at the 
present time is not considered ex~- 
cessive and any increase in the costs 
of production is likely to be reflect- 
ed in higher prices,
